Said bone measures approximately 2 and a half inches in length and was recovered 
approximately 10 yards offshore near the location of 231 N Hamlin. 

R/Dets contacted the Cook County Medical Examiner's Office and notified Investigator Hampton 
#90. After conferring with Chief Medical Examiner Dr. Cina, Investigator Hampton directed R/Dets to 
preserve and package all collected bones and transport said bones to the Medical Examiner's Office 
at the end of the day for further analysis. Sgt. Madsen #969 package recovered bone and handed it 
to R/Dets for coordination of transportation to the Medical Examiner's Office. This recovery is 
dodumented under Found Property Case Report RD# HY412747. 

On 09 SEP 2105 at 1145hrs, Bt M10 Sgt. Fitzsimmons #1428 recovered a hatchet (orange with 
black grip) from the receding water of the lagoon during it's drainage. The Hatchet was found 
approximately 90.3 feet from the south light pole which is located at approximately 3701 W Schrader 
Dr. Sgt. Fitzsimmons relocated the hatchet to the sidewalk path at approximately 60 feet from said 
light pole. Said hatchet was inventoried by the Crime Lab. 

On 09 SEP 2015 at approximately 1450hrs, R/Dets were notified by Lt. Schloss #239 of the Marine 
Unit of a possible box and blanket observed in the water near the bridge on Central Park and 
Schraeder Dr. At approximately 1515hrs, Marine Unit P.O. Johnson#7338 entered the water and 
determined the box was an empty old mailbox and that the blanket was an old black short sleeve t- 
shirt. Said items were of non-evidentiary value and not inventoried.

Reporting Detectives were assigned to this investigation by Sgt. MiTCHELL # 1888 of this 
command. Reporting Detectives were instructed to meet the Canine Unit, Marine Unit, and the City 
of Chicago Water Department at the Garfieid Park Lagoon on 22 Sep 15 at 0700 Hrs. Reporting 
Detectives were informed the Water Department was to remove a temporary damn biocking the 
water on the east end of the lagoon and letting the water fiow into the west end of the lagoon. 
Reporting Detectives were further instructed that once the water ievei dropped on the east end of 
the lagoon the Canine Unit and the Marine Unit would search the shore line for any evidence 
pertaining to this investigation. 

Reporting Detectives proceeded to this iocation and met Bt. 4707 Canine Handler P.O. M. KUNIS # 
3578 and Canine MAKO trained in detecting cadavers as weil as Bt. M-9 P.O. P.O. M. LASKOWSKI 
# 7336 and P.O. N. SHELTON EL # 13582 from the Marine Unit. 

At 0930 Hrs. The City of Chicago Water Department began to remove the dam and water began to 
fiow from the east lagoon into the west iagoon. 

At 1130 Hrs. the water level on the east lagoon dropped significantly and Bt 4707 and Bt. M-9 along 
with Reporting Detectives proceeded to walk the perimeter shoreline of the east iagoon. 

At 1215 Hrs. at approximateiy 111 N Central Park a small blue in coior child's shoe was found along 
the shore line. An evidence technician was ordered. 

At 1255 Hrs. Bt. 5812 E.T. J. McDONOUGH # 9297 arrived photographed the scene and recovered 
said item. 

Bt. 4707 P.O. M. KUNIS related his partner Canine MAKO was negative on the detection of any 
human remains.

INVESTIGATION: 

The Reporting Detectives were assigned the beiow death investigation by Sgt. Cirone #1808 of this 
command. Sgt. Cirone reiated that an apparent foot had been iocated in the Garfield Park lagoon at 
approximately 231 N. Hamlin Bouievard. The Reporting Detectives immediately relocated to the 
scene and spoke with the assigned patroi car, Beat 1105 Officer's Boyle #5525 and Reimer #6799. 
The below is a summary of the interview and shouid not be taken verbatim. 

Officer Boyie: 

Officer Boyie reiated that on the afternoon of 05-Sep-2015, she was assigned to the 011th District 
Park Car, Beat 1105 in full uniform, and working with her partner Officer Reimer #6799. At 
approximateiy 1640 hours. Officer Boyie related they responded to a call of a possible foot found 
floating in the Garfield Park lagoon. Upon accepting the assignment. Officer Boyle related they 
immediately began to relocat^^h^park during which time they wer^|flagged down" by a male 
black, later identified as Officer Boyle related that was standing on the 

corner of Maypoie and Hamiin whiie in th^presence of 2-3 other unknown femal^bl^ks. Officer 
Boyle related that they stopped and informed the Officei^that he had been 

urinating aiong the west bank of the iagoon aU/vhich time he observed what appeared to 

)be the foot of a small child floating in water, ^^^^expiained he couid not decipher if the foot was 
from ^Tum^ or a doli so he picked up a stic k and mo ved the toot cioser to the shoreline at which 
pointbelieved the foot to be human. ^^^^Bthen cailed at^jnknown person over to his 
iocation to aiso view the separated appendage foiiowing which requested this unknown 

person to cail 911. 

After 911 was notified, ^^^Hreiated he began to ieave the park with hisfriends when he observed 
Officers Boyle and Reimer driving towards the park at which time he the passing 

Officers down. 

Officer Boyle explained that after speaking with ^^^^^^^hey continued to the iagoon at which 
point Officer Boyie observed a smali gathering of unknown citizens standing by the iagoon along its 
west shoreiine. Officer Boyie exited their parked vehicie and approached the group at which point 
she observed an apparent human foot fioating in the iagoon. Officer Boyie reiated she advised 
Zone 10 that the discovery may be authentic and requested CFD and the Marine Unit to respond to 
her iocation, 231 N. Hamlin Ave. CFD Truck 26 and Engine 95 responded to the lagoon. 

The Reporting Detectives then spoke with scene at which time related a 

similar occurrence as documented in summary above. 

The Reporting Detectives then made the foiiowing observations relative to the scene. The lagoon 
area of Garfield Park is a 185-acre park owned and operated by the Chicago Park District. The park 
contains two large buildings, the Garfield Park Conservatory which is located to the north of the 
Jiagoons {300 N. Central Park Avenue) and the Garfield Park Field house located at 100 N. Central 
Park Avenue. To the immediate west of the Field house is a large public pool surrounded by a 10 
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foot height black metal fence. Adjacent to the north side of the Field house is a concrete parking lot, 
.assessable from Central Park Avenue just to the south of the bridge. Within this parking lot, along 
the east bank of the lagoon is a small plastic boat launch leading into the water. It should be noted 
the boat launch appeared to be inoperable as several parts of the heavy gauge plastic were missing. 

The area of the park that contains the two lagoons and the Garfield Park Field house is boarded to 
the north by Lake Street (260 North) Homan Avenue to the east (3400 West), Madison Avenue 
(0000 North/South-Base Line) to its south and Hamlin Avenue (3800 West) to the west. The two 
lagoons are similar in size with one located to the west of Central Park Avenue and the second body 
of water located to the east of Central Park. Both lagoons are connected by a channel which flows 
under a bridge that provides a means for vehicular and pedestrian traffic to cross the water along 
Central Park Avenue. A metal meshing was observed affixed to the underside of the bridge and 
submerged into the water with miscellaneous garbage collected in the area where the fence 
encounters the water's surface. It should be noted that Director of Facility Management for the 
Chicago Park District Bob Arlow subsequently verified that the aforementioned meshing under the 
bridge is attached to the east outlet of the Central Park Bridge and its function is to stop debris 
flowing from one lagoon to the other. Arlow believed the fence only breached the lagoons surface 
by approximately 1 -2 feet as both bodies of water contained marine life. 

The following observations are relative to the west lagoon where the above listed evidentiary items 
were recovered. A two way inner drive exchange is noted around the west lagoon with Schrader 
Drive to the north of the lagoon providing vehicular access to the park from Hamlin to Central Park 
Avenue. Me Crea Drive is also an inner drive along the west side of the lagoon, also connected to 
Hamlin by a short driveway. Me Crea dead ends in the area of the southwest corner of the lagoon, 

) where a cul-de-sac re-directs traffic back northbound. Washington Boulevard spans the length of the 
park along the southern portion of the lagoon, intersecting with Hamlin and Central Park Avenue. 
Vehicular parking is permitted along all inner drives during the park hours (0600-2300 hours). 

Surrounding the lagoon is a prairie style shoreline with areas of tall grass both on land and in the 
water. Areas of dense foliage mature trees and bushes are also growing along the shoreline. Along 
the north side of the shore, located at approximately 3701 W. Schrader Drive is a rectangular 
shaped concrete water inlet approximately four feet wide by three and a half feet in length. This inlet 
is approximately 20-30 yards south of the curb of Schrader Drive. The inlet is embedded in the 
shoreline with an open 3-4 inch pipe along the lagoon side, emitting clear water into the cove. The 
water appears to current to the west of the inlet along the northern edge of the lagoon. 
Approximately 5-10 feet to the north of the inlet are two "buffalo boxes". It should be noted that on 
06-Sep-2015 at approximately 1330 hours, employees from the City of Chicago Water Department 
turned the water flow off by shutting the valve of the northern most "buffalo box" following which the 
water remained off until the lagoon was later cleared of any additional items of evidentiary value. It 
should be noted that Bob Arlow, the Director of Facility Management for the Chicago Park District, 
informed the Reporting Detectives that the fresh supply of water is seasonal and the City of Chicago 
Water Department would monitor the lagoon and adjust the water flow based on the current water 
levels. 

The lagoon consists of numerous coves or inlets where the water flowed into an inward curve and 
eventually met the shoreline. At the furthermost western point of the lagoon, the Reporting 
Detectives observed what appeared to be a human foot floating amongst the vegetation of the 
/water. It should be noted that this foot was later determined to be a human appendage. The foot 
was within five (5) feet from the shoreline floating on the water's surface. The foot was pale in color 
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and appeared to be separated from the leg just above the ankle bone. The middle (3rd), ring (4th) 

- and little toe (5th) were floating above the water surface with the remainder of the foot visible 
through the surface water. It should be noted that yellow crime scene tape was secured to several 
trees surrounding this immediate area, restricting access to the area of recovery. 

The Chicago Police Marine Unit was notified and responded to the lagoon, a complete list of 
personnel on scene for the third watch of 05-Sep-2015 is listed above in the formatted portion of the 
Scene. On 05-Sep-2015 at approximately 1745 hours. Beat 5832 Evidence Technician Suen 
#11192 responded to the lagoon and photographed both overall and close-up digital pictures of the 
foot in the water as well as the overall surrounding area. At approximately 1830 hours, Medical 
Examiner Investigator Rodish #77 responded to the lagoon and was briefed on the investigation. At 
approximately 1840 hours, Chicago Police Marine Unit Loughney #5122, Beat M9, entered the water 
and recovered the foot following which Officer Loughney relocated it to the shoreline for additional 
photographs. The foot was determined to be a left foot and had a portion of the ankle bone 
protruding from the top of the severed skin. There were several areas of discoloration noted on all 
sides of the appendage. The foot contained all five toes and their particular nails. The foot was then 
placed into a brown paper bag by Evidence Technician Suen and subsequently secured inside a 
plastic body bag. At approximately 1919 hours. Allied Services arrived on scene and transported the 
foot to the Medical Examiner's Office. 

Following the recovery of the left foot. Marine Officer Loughney began a further search of the 
lagoon. While tethered to one end of a rope which was being held by a stationary Marine Officer on 
land. Officer Loughney began an "arch search" of the water by walking back and forth. Officer 
Loughney began searching for additional items of evidentiary value both visually and physically by 
)"sweeping" his feet back and forth upon the lagoon floor. Upon completing an arch pattern which 
was determined by the length of rope allotted by the stationary Officer, an additional foot of rope was 
provided and Officer Loughney would clear the adjacent portion of the lagoon. 

At approximately 1930 hours, Chicago Police Light Truck, Beat 49L Officer's Birminghan #9486 and 
Gadonski #9142 responded to the lagoon and directed several lights in the direction of the search. 

Upon completing a preliminary search of the west cove of the lagoon, additional Marine Officers 
entered the water and shifted towards the northern edge of the shoreline. On 05-Sep-2015 at 
approximately 2100 hours. Marine Officer Laskowski and Loughney located a severed right foot and 
a right and left hand floating in the water along the edge of an area of aquatic grass. This vicinity of 
the recovery is approximately 75-100 yards to the east of the original recovery of the left foot and 
had an approximate address of 3701 W. Schrader Drive. The additional foot and two hands were 
floating approximately 40-45 feet to the west of the aforementioned concrete water inlet. It should 
be noted that the movement of the additional foot and two hands was hindered by the aquatic grass 
located in that area. All three additional body parts were located within 5-10 feet of one another and 
approximately 8-10 feet from the shoreline. 

Due to the water location of the recovery. Evidence Technician Suen provided Marine Officer 
Laskowski with his digital camera at which time Officer Laskowski took pictures of the appendages 
in the area of recovery. At approximately 2115 hours, the foot and two hands were recovered by 
Marine Officer Loughney and relocated to land where they were again photographed. A further 
inspection of the hands and foot revealed the foot to be from a right leg and appeared similar in size 
,/and color as the previously recovered left foot. The right foot was also cut in a same area as the left, 
just above the ankle joint and also had all five toes and their corresponding toe nails. 
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The two hands were a right and left appendages. The left hand appeared to be cut above the left 
'Vwrist with a portion of an apparent bone visible from the incised area above the wrist joint. The right 
'hand appeared to be cut on an angle from behind the knuckles on the top side of the hand 
(metacarpus region) towards the heel of the palm on the underside of the hand. Both hands were 
pale in color and appeared to be proportioned in size to one another. 

After being photographed, Evidence Technician Suen then placed each appendage into a brown 
paper bag and secured in another body bag. 

Marine Officers continued to conduct a search the same general area of the lagoon where the 
subsequent recovery of the hand and two feet (3701 W. Schrader Drive) had occurred. While 
walking a short distance to the east, Officer Loughney felt an object on the floor of the lagoon with 
his foot. Officer Loughney then bent down and lifted up a circular object to the surface of the water 
revealing a barbell weight, silver in color. This weight appeared to have a clear plastic bag threaded 
through its center barbell hole and then knotted several times, securing the bag to the weight. 
Evidence Technician Suen photographed the weight being held by Officer Loughney while he 
(Loughney) was standing in the approximate area of the lagoon where he initially felt the object on 
the floor of the cove. After being photographed. Officer Loughney relocated the weight to the 
shoreline and placed the item in a separate plastic body bag. While the weight and plastic bag were 
lying flat in the body bag, the Reporting Detectives were able to better observe the items. 

The weight was circular in shape and between 1 and 2 inches thick. The silver plastic coating was 
cracked and separating in certain areas from its concrete inner. Embossed along the outermost ring 
of the weight was the brand name Challenger with an overall weight of 14.3 lbs or 6.5 kilos. The 
) model of the weight, Orbatron, was imprinted below the brand name Challenger. Located in the 
center of the weight was a hole used for the insertion of a bar. Directly below this hole was the 
inscription DP in capital letters and underlined on two occasions. A clear plastic bag was threaded 
through this hole and knotted on more than one occasion, securing the bag to the weight. The 
remainder of the plastic bag not strung through the middle of the weight or tied in knots appeared 
empty and torn open. Allied Services responded to the scene and transported the body parts and 
the weight to the Medical Examiner's Office. 

At approximately 2120 hours. Beat 4708 K-9 Officer Poremba #4323 arrived on scene with her 
cadaver dog and began a search of the shoreline for additional items of evidentiary value. The 
Reporting Detectives were informed that "Brix," Officer Poremba's cadaver dog, was trained in 
detecting decaying matter or human remains whether present or absent from the scene. Officer 
Poremba informed the Reporting Detectives that upon smelling human remains, Brix would make a 
positive indicator by sitting and barking. It should be noted that on 05-Sep-2015, Brix made two 
"positive indications" during her search of the lagoon shoreline. Brix indicated in the area of the 
western shoreline where the left foot was originally observed and subsequently recovered. Brix also 
made a "positive indicator" in the area 120-130 feet to the west of the concrete water inlet (3701 W. 
Schrader). 

At approximately 2300 hours, the park was closed and secured. Police Officers were posted on all 
four sides of the park as well as at both entrances along Hamlin and Central Park. It should be noted 
that the park remained closed to the public until the processing of the scene for further evidence 
relevant to the investigation had completed. 

On 06-Sep-2015, Detective Kennedy responded to the Medical Examiners Officer, 2121 W. 
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Harrison Stroot for th© post mortom Gxamination of th© two hands and f©©t r©cov©r©d on 05-S©p- 
2015. Dr. Escobar p©rform©d an ©xamination on th© r©nnains of th© body parts and d©f©rr©d th© 
caus© and mann©r of d©ath "Ponding Furthor Studios and Polio© Invostigation". Dr. Escobar rolatod 
to Dotoctiv© Konnody that ago, sox and rac© of th© romains could not b© dotorminod at this tim© as 
furthor archoological and DNA studios would b© roquirod. Dr. Escobar mad© an ©stimation basod off 
of th© ovorall woight and dovolopmont of th© hands and foot to b© from a child botwoon th© agos of 
1-4 yoars old. Tissu© samplos wor© ©xtractod from ©ach appondag© and th© woight and cloar plastic 
bag was also photographed. 

On 06-S©p-2015 at 0800 hours, Sorgoant Giron© and Dotoctiv© Nanninga mot th© 2nd watch Marin© 
Unit assisting at th© lagoon following which th© search for additional ©vidonc© resumed. K-9 Officer 
Poromba #4323 and K-9 Sorgoant Andrews arrived on scon© with their cadaver dogs "Brix" and 
"Silo". Officer Poromba rolatod that ©very 15-20 minutes th© two dogs would rotate roles as a 
primary "search dog" allowing on© to rest while th© other continues th© search. Officer Poromba 
bagan th© search of th© shoreline in th© area of 3701 W. Schrader and then worked in a counter 
clock wise around th© lagoon searching for any additional items of evidentiary value. 

Th© second watch Marin© Unit Officers also began their search of th© shore line by walking several 
Officers "shoulder to shoulder" while searching the floor and surface of the lagoon. At approximately 
1300 hours, the 2nd watch Marine Officers terminated their search and deferred the continuance to 
third watch personnel. At approximately 1500 hours, 3rd watch Marine Unit Officers arrived on scene 
and resumed the search. 

On 06-Sep-2015 at approximately 1747 hours. Marine Officer Belluomini #10021 felt an object on 
)the floor of the lagoon. The Reporting Detectives estimated that at that time of this discovery. Officer 
Belluomini was approximately 120-130 feet to the west of 3701 W. Schrader and standing 8-10 feet 
from the shoreline. Officer Belluomini related that while standing in water 2-3 feet in depth and 
sweeping his feet along the floor of the lagoon, he felt an object that warranted further investigation. 
Officer Belluomini bent down and lifted the unknown object above the water surface at which time 
Officer Belluomini observed that he was holding the side of a silver barbell weight, circular in shape. 
Officer Belluomini also noticed a plastic bag knotted to the weight which contained what appeared to 
be a human head. Officer Belluomini remained in the approximate area where he initially felt the 
object on the lagoon floor while holding the weights and head at which time Evidence Technician 
Kawasaki photographed the items still partially submerged in the water. 

Officer Belluomini then relocated the items to the shoreline where they were placed in a body bag 
and again photographed (GSM #5). At approximately 1808 hours, the Medical Examiner's Office 
was notified of the additional discovery. At approximately 1830 hours, M.E. Investigator Larry 
Santora #75 arrives on scene and was briefed on the investigation. 

The Reporting Detectives then better observed the recovered items and noticed what appeared to 
be the head of a small child inside a clear plastic bag. Said bag also contained a small silver circular 
barbell weight similar in color to the additional weight recovered on 05-Sep-2015. The plastic bag 
containing the head and weight was then knotted to a larger barbell weight which also appeared 
similar to the weight previously recovered. 

Medical Examiner Lawrence Santoro #75 assigned a second ME # of 2015-03854 for the head and 
• photographed the head, plastic bag(s) and two weights. Allied was notified and arrived at the lagoon 
at 1917 hours following which Allied removed the head to the Medical Examiner's Office for a post 
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mortem exam on 07-Sep-2015. 

W approximately 2200 hours, the continuing search of the iagoon was postponed until the daylight 
hours of 07-Sep-2015 and the park remained secured throughout the night. 

On 07-Sep-2015, Detective Kennedy attended the autopsy examination of the head at the Medicai 
Examiner's Office at which time Dr. Arunkumar performed an autopsy on the unknown head and 
deferred the cause and manner of death "Pending Further Studies and Poiice Investigation". Dr. 
Arunkumar delayed determining the sex, race and age of the head untii the results of additional 
studies had been performed. 

The Reporting Detective then made the following observations relative to the evidence. The head 
appeared to be separated just below the jaw line or at the top of the neck. The mouth cavity 
contained severai teeth, most in different stages of deveiopment on the upper and lower jaw bone. 
Present in the clear plastic bag along with the head were several ounces of a discolored fluid and a 
silver weight. The weight inside of the plastic bag was a 4.4 pound (2 kilos) circular barbell weight 
which appearing similar in make and modei as the weight recovered on 05-Sep-2015. The weight 
had a silver plastic coating surrounding its concrete inner plate. Embossed on an internal ring above 
the barbell hole of the weight was "Orbatron". Below the center hole was the inscription Sears 
Roebuck and Co. Numerous black hair follicle's and tissue samples were collected from the head. 

A length of plastic extended from the bag that contained the head and 4.4 pound weight to a 14.3 
pound weight. This length of plastic was looped through the center hole of 14.3 pound weight and 
then knotted several times. It should be noted that this weight matched the weight recovered on 05- 
)Sep-2015. The weight was circular in shape and between 1 and 2 inches thick. The silver plastic 
coating was cracked and separating in certain areas from its concrete inner. Embossed along the 
outermost ring of the weight was the brand name Challenger with an overall weight of 14.3 lbs 
inscribed on one side and 6.5 kilos on the other. The model of the weight, Orbatron, was imprinted 
below the brand name Challenger. Located in the center of the weight was a hole used for the 
insertion of a metal bar. Directly below this hole is the inscription DP in capital letters and underlined 
twice. 

On 07-Sep-2015 at approximately 0800 hours, Det. Nanninga and Sgt. Cirone responded to the 
Garfield Park Lagoon where the search resumed for additional evidence. It should be noted that at 
the conclusion of the search at approximately 2200 hours that evening, no additional body parts 
were located. Numerous additional items were discovered but at the time of recovery it was not 
known if these items where relevant to the investigation. As a result of this an additional RD number 
was created to categorize these found items and said items will be addressed in an additional 
Supplementary Report (RD# HY-412747). 

The Reporting Detectives did not observe any video cameras on the park property. Chicago Park 
District Security Manager confirmed that they did not have any cameras in the park nor any that 
captured the lagoon area. A Chicago Police Department Clear POD search revealed that there were 
no PODS in the park/lagoon area. The Reporting Detectives requested the OEMC recordings 
relevant to this investigation and the results will be the subject of an additional Progress 
Supplementary Report. A Major Case Review was scheduled for 09-Sep-2015, the results of which 
will also be the subject of an additional Progress Supplementary Report.

On 18-Sep-2015 at 0925 hours, Rockford Detective Amy Kennedy #810 contacted Area North and 
^spoke with Sergeant Mitchell. Sergeant Mitchell was informed the Rockford Police Department was 
investigating a report of a missing two year old, Kyrian Knox, who was last seen sometime in late 
August 2015. The Community Alert composite sketch that had been generated in this investigation 
resembled their missing person. Sergeant Mitchell contacted Reporting Detectives who 
subsequently responded to Rockford.

A detailed account of the interviews and actions taken by Rockford Officer Kaya is contained in a 
report generated under #15-118005.2. 

Kamel Harris:

On 17-Sep-2015 at 2358 hours, based on the nature of Rockford's missing person investigation it 
was determined that the interview of Kamel Harris would be recorded and the audio/video 
equipment was activated. On 18-Sep-2015 at 0002 hours Detectives Paterson and Gulley advised 
Kamel Harris of his Miranda Rights. Kamel waived his rights and agreed to speak with the 
Detectives at which time Kamel signed a Rockford Rights Waiver form. Reporting Detectives 
obtained a copy of the recordings of the interview which was subsequently viewed and inventoried. 

It should be noted that Rockford Detectives spoke with Harris on four occasions. The first interview 
was conducted by Detectives Paterson and Gulley started at 0002 hours and continued to 0228 
hours (Video timestamp: 1905-2135 hours/ Miranda at 1908 hours). The second interview was 
conducted by Detectives Paterson and Gulley that started around 0315 hours and continued to 0421 
hours (2nd interview timestamp: 2222-2328 hours). The third interview was conducted by 
Detectives Paterson and Gulley that started around 0645 hours and continued to 0737 hours (3rcl 
■^interview timestamp: 0152-0244 hours). The fourth interview conducted by Detectives Gulley and 
Schissel started at 1006 hours and continued to 1215 hours (4th interview timestamp: 0513-0722).

On 15-Dec-2015, Dr. Escobar determined the cause and manner of death of Kyrian Knox to be 
Homicide by Unspecified Means / Homicide. 

Due to the above summary, the Reporting Detective requests the described Death Investigation be 
re-classified to a Homicide.

INVESTIGATION: 

On 09-Sep-2015 the Reporting Detectives reported to the Illinois State Police Crime Laboratory 
located at 1941 W. Roosevelt for the purpose of participating in a Major Case Review. During the 
meeting, the Reporting Detectives updated the attendees with the course of the investigation and a 
brief synopsis of the evidence recovered on the 5th and 6th of September. Following this brief, the 
recommendation was made that the Illinois State Police Crime Laboratory would be responsible for 
identifying the possible offender(s) by analyzing the plastic bags and barbell weights for DNA and 
latent prints. It was also recommended that the DNA Analysis Laboratory of the FBI be responsible 
for identifying the body parts by submitting a profile into their three databanks, CODIS, Missing and 
Endangered Children and Family Members of Missing or Endangered Children. ISP DNA 
Supervisor Tracy Bogard related that the FBI DNA Laboratory would also be able to analysis 
Mitochondrial DNA, testing which ISP was unable to conduct. 

ISP Latent Supervisors Edwards and Konrath suggested their Laboratory re-attempt to print both 
sets of hands and feet of the child in an attempt to obtain a major set of lifts in the event it's needed 
during the investigation. As a result of this Evidence Coordinator Barrera prepared and submitted 
an Evidence Submission Form requesting the transfer of the two hands and feet from the Medical 
Examiners Officer to ISP. Tracy Bogard also provided the Reporting Detectives with contact 
)information for the FBI DNA Analysis Laboratory. 

On 10-Sep-2015, Detective Kennedy spoke with FBI DNA Forensic Examiner Tiffany Smith who 
agreed to accept the appendages for testing and analysis. Forensic Examiner Smith related that 
upon generating a DNA profile from either the hands or feet, she would be able to submit that profile 
into CODIS, Missing or Endangered Children and Family of Missing or Endangered Children in an 
attempt to identify the child or a family member of the child. Forensic Investigator Smith also related 
that with a profile from an appendage, her Laboratory would be able to conduct a direct comparison 
to the DNA of a possible parent or next of kin. Smith explained that upon receipt of a buccal swab 
from the child's potential mother or father, it could be determined if the child was from their lineage 
which would assist in the identification portion of the investigation. Smith also related that the FBI 
Laboratory could further analysis Nucleus and Mitochondrial DNA. Smith explained that 
Mitochondrial DNA is inherited solely from the mother (maternally) which enables them to trace the 
maternal lineage. 

On 10-Sep-2015 at approximately 1530 hours, the Reporting Detective met with Chicago Police 
Evidence Evaluation coordinator Lorri Lewis at Homan Square (3340 W. Fillmore) and witnessed the 
packaging of the DNA cards of the two hands and feet taken by the Medical Examiner's Office 
during the post mortem examination. Lewis also packaged the pulled hair follicles extracted from 
the recovered head. Above items were all packaged separately within a Styrofoam container then 
checked out of ERPS by Detective Kennedy. The Reporting Detective then hand carried the 
container to the FedEx retail store located at 1 S. Sangamon, Chicago, IL and overnighted the box 
to the FBI in Quantico Virginia (2501 Investigation Parkway, Quantico, VA). FedEx assigned a 
transaction number of 860119836133 to the package.

^^Hwas checked out and hand carried to the FexEx Office located at 3435 N. Western Ave. Same 
buccal was overnighted (Trans #860120336291 )to the FBI DMA Laboratory for the purpose of 
conducting a direct comparison to the samples previously received from missing. 

On 08-0ct-2015, FBI DNA Analysis Technician Davis contacted the Reporting Detective and related 
that the nuclear DNA examination had resulted in an "inconclusive" reading in comparison to the 
DNA profile created from the hair follicles of missing to Lanisha Knox. It was then recommended the 
)biological father be swabbed to better conclude the identity of missing. 

On 13-Oct-2015, the Reporting Detectives located and obtained a buccal swab from 
which is the subject of an additional Progress Supplementary Report. On 13-Oct-2015, the 
Reporting Detectives FedEx the buccal which was assigned a transaction number of 860121499924 
from the facility located at 3435 N. Western to the FBI in Virginia. 

On 03-NOV-2015, at approximately 1415 hours, the Reporting Detective received a phon^anrom 
FBI TechnicianCIwity Davis who related that upon comparing both DNA profiles from^^^^^^^l 
and buccal swabs to the profile from separated appendages that a match had been

INVESTIGATION: 

In furtherance of Rockford Police Department's initial investigation into the missing of K yrian Knox 

B , Officer J. Lake located the 1996 Chevrele^amai^n the parking lot adjacent^^^^B 
in Rockford Illinois. The vehicle owner,|H^^^|^^^| had previously signed a consent to 
search form following which Officer Lake hacHn^Camar^elocated by Haas Towing to the South 
Second Street impound garage where the vehicle was secured indoors. For a more complete 
account, refer to Rockford Police Department Report No. 15-1180058.4. 

On 04-Dec-2015, Detective Kennedy prepared and presented a search warrant (SW2015-8317) to 
the Honorable Judge Calabrese, requesting the search and seizure of the above Camaro. On 04- 
Dec-2015 at approximately 2130 hours, the Reporting Detective presented the signed Search 
Warrant to the Rockford Police Department following which the Camaro was transferred to the 
custody of the Chicago Police Department. The Reporting Detective then followed the tow truck and 
Camaro, as it was relocated from Rockford to CPD Pound #4, located at 5555 W. Grand Avenue in 
Chicago. Once at Pound #4, the Camaro was secured inside Bay 1 for further processing. 

On 05-Dec-2015 at approximately 1600 hours, the Reporting Detectives met Forensic Investigator 
Niewdach at Pound #4 following which the Camaro was digitally photographed. For a more complete 
\ist of evidence collected as well as photographs taken refer to Crime Scene Processing Report 
289932. 

The Reporting Detectives made the below observations relative to the Camaro and its content. The 
Camaro was a two door sports car, blue in color, with a rear hatchback. Affixed to the rear bumper 
was an Illinois Temporary License plate of^^^^H Both the front driver and passenger side seats 
were capable of folding forward upon releasing a black lever affixed to the base of each seat, 
providing access to the rear seat. The front and rear seats were grey in color, similar to the interior 
carpeting. Between the front driver and passenger seat was a black center console which housed 
the gear shift and a small covered compartment area. The vehicle was absent of any floor mats in 
the front or rear floorboards. 

Upon opening the rear hatch to the Camaro, the Reporting Detectives observed a large empty 
"Resolve Easy Clean" carpet cleaner box lying on top of a pair of Converse canvass gym shoes, a 
small cooler and a Wilson basketball. Also found in this area was a red plastic mop handle with 
yellow trigger which was pictured on the outside of the Resolve Easy Clean cardboard box. Several 
collapsible metal rods that attached to the base of the Resolve carpet cleaning system were also 
located on the floor of the trunk as well as pictured on the box. 

A white plastic tube with large cap and label around its handle was observed on the driver's side rear 
floor. A white and blue trimmed "Extra Firm" bed pillow was noted on the rear driver's seat covered 
in a white pillow case. 

Dn the passenger side of the center console was a red stain, approximately 2 inches in length which 
'Appeared to be dried blood. An additional red stain was also noted in the center of the back seat 
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and a larger red stain was observed on the passenger side floorboard. Swabs of each red stain were 
collected. 

An unknown stain was observed on the floor of the driver side close to the transmission hump. An 
unknown substance was observed on the driver's side rocker panel and on the exterior side of the 
driver's side door. Additional unknown stains were located on the floor next to the front passenger 
seat, just below the lever that releases the seat back rearward. An unknown substance was also 
noted in close proximity to the seat belt anchor on the front passenger seat. 

In an attempt to locate any additional blood not clearly visible, F/l Niewdach then utilized Blue Star 
reagent by spraying the trunk area and rear and front compartments of the Camaro. With the interior 
lights off to Pound #4, several areas within the car irradiated following being sprayed with Blue Star 
agent. Positive indicators were visible upon areas on the trunk liner, the rear passenger and driver's 
seat bottoms as well as the front passenger seat back and bottom. The aforementioned red stains 
as well as additional unknown stains reacted at varying levels to the reagent, providing a positive 
indicator for blood. 

As a result of this testing, both rear seat bottoms (passenger/driver's) were removed as well as the 
front passenger seat. Upon removing the front passenger seat, an additional unknown stain was 
observed on the floor under the seat. 

Upon completing the processing of the Camaro, the vehicle was subsequently transported to Pound 
#2 (10300 S. Doty). 

The Reporting Detectives subsequently submitted a request to the Illinois State Police Forensic 
■Laboratory for further testing and analysis of the above evidence, the results will be the subject of 
additional Progress Supplementary Reports. 

This is an ongoing investigation with reports to follow.

The 
Reporting Detective explained that nothing he said would have any bearing on the current 

case he was in custody for, following whichhe understood. The below is a 
summary of the interview and should not be taken verbatim. 
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The Reporting Detective then drove to Area North where^^^fwas placed in a conference room 
of the Detective Bureau. At approximately 2100 hours, the Reporting Detective contacted Felony 
Review and briefed them on the investigation. At approximately 2145 hours, ASA Loretta Froelich 
responded to Area North and was provided a synopsis of the investigation. On 13-Jun-2017 at 
approximately 2215 hours, ASA Froelich introduced herself to^^^^as an AssistantStates 
Attorney and not an attorney for any one invo lved in this case. ASA F roelich a sked if^^^|would 
consent to speak with her which he answered affirmatively. ^^^|then related a similar 

set of events as docume nted above. At the conclusion of the oral interview, the Reporting 
Detective asked if ^^^^would further consent to memorializing his statement on video or in a 
hand written form.consented to an E.R.I. format to memorializ^iis statement following 
which at 1140 hours, ASA Froelich conducted an d E.R.I. in terview with^^^l Also present for the 
E.R.I. statement was the Reporting Detective. again re-iterated a similar account as 

documented above. 

On 31-Jul-2017, the Reporting Detective presented two warrants to search and seize the vacant 
buildings at 3918 and 3926 W. Grenshaw. It should be noted that 3916 W. Grenshaw had been 
demolished as it was deemed structurally hazardous by the City of Chicago. Judge Luckman 
reviewed the warrants and signed both warrants. On 31-Jul-2017, the Reporting Detectives 
executed both warrants with the assistance of K9 Officer Poremba #4323 and her cadaver dog 
"Brix". After making entry into both abandoned buildings, the Reporting Detectives ensured the 
dwellings were vacant of any squatters following which "Brix" conducted a systematic search of 
both buildings. 
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The building located at 3926 W. Grenshaw was a brick two flat with a full basement. The building 
appeared to be in a partial state of rehabilitation with water damage on the first and basement 
floors. "Brix" made three indications while searching 3926 W. Grenshaw. Cadaver dog "Brix" did 
not make any indications in 3918 W. Grenshaw. 

The first indicator in 3926 W. Grenshaw was in the basement along the front (Grenshaw side) 
interior wall. The second was in the third floor hallway by a ventilation return and the third positive 
hit was in the back yard by a large tree growing along the east lot line. The Reporting Detectives 
did not observe anything of evidentiary value along the south basement wall that would be 
consistent with a crime scene. A further examination of the second floor return revealed 21 clear 
baggies each filled with suspect cannabis, a large plastic bag containing several other smaller bags 
each filled with suspect heroin and $1965.00 in miscellaneous denominations of USC. Said items 
were recovered and inventoried in Area North under Inventory #13971843, 13971853 and 
13971878. 

On 01-Aug-2017, the Reporting Detectives had the back yard of the building cleared by Streets 
and Sanitation following which the area where "Brix" had provided a positive indicator the day prior 
was then searched. The Reporting Detective recovered several items that appeared to be bones at 
which time the Medical Examiner was notified. Medical Examiner Keefe #74 and Doctor Escobar 
responded to the scene and recommended the apparent bones be brought into the Medical 
Examiners Officer for further analysis. 

) On 07-Aug-2017 at approximately 1000 hours, the Reporting Detectives delivered the suspect 
bones to the Medical Examiner's Office at which time Investigator Keefe and Doctor Escobar 
accepted the bones and created an additional ME number of 2017-03654 (JA-373893). Doctor 
Escobar explained that the case would be turned over to Doctor Arunkumar for further analysis. 

On 08-Aug-2017, the Reporting Detective was informed that the recovered bones where not from a 
human. 

This is an ongoing investigation with reports to follow.
